DONNE AND LAWLOR 


AT MIDNIGHT MEETING

ABBI NIETO makes public this morning a detailed statement 
of the circumstances which attended the making of the im- 
munity contract with Ruef which was. afterward repudiated by 


ttie District Attorney. 


iWhfle the story has already been told in part, there are events 


1 In iWsf remarkable history which have never before been given to 
the public, notable among which is the Rabbi's account of a mid- 
night meeting on the night of April 29th, to which Judges Lawlor 
and Dunne were brought by Detective Burns. On this pccasion 
the rabbi recounts that both Dunne and Lawlor assured him and 
Rabbi Kaplan, in the presence of Burns, that they would respect 
4he District Attorney's immunity arrangements. 
• 


Judge Dunne, Nieto recounts, was asked by Kaplan if he 


•wished to be understood as promising to allow Ruef to withdraw 
his plea of guilty and substitute a plea of not guilty, and tHe Judge 
replied: "Certainly." 
Midnight Meeting With Judges. 


All this is related as taking place in the respective chambers of 


Ahe two Judges of the Superior Court in the Temple Israel at Web- 
"^er and California streets at the dead of night, the magistrates hav- 


ing been brought to the meeting with the two rabbis by the chief 
detective of the prosecution. The setting of the scene is highly dra- 
matic. It would be hard to find a parallel in the wildest imaginings 
of writers of detective romance. 


Placed side by side with the recent public utterances of Judge 


Dunne, in which the very idea of a Judge being approached by a 
District Attorney on the subject of immunity for a criminal is 
repudiated as abhorrent to him, there is an unexplained contradic- 
tion. 


The Rab'-i tells in detail of being approached by Burns, who 


said to him that as the Supervisors had confessed, the prosecution 
desired that Ruef should "come through"; of how he visited Ruef 
and talked the matter over with him, and then attended a meeting 
of the leaders of the prosecution at which Spreckels and Heney and 
Burns and Langdon expressed themselves as having no animus 
against Ruef personally, and that as their desire was to secure the 
conviction of the corporation, magnates they saw no reason why 
Ruef should not be granted complete immunity if he would consent 
to tell the truth. 


Rabbi Nieto goes on to say that he then saw Ruef and found 


him unwilling to agree to anything less than complete immunity. 
This was finally agreed to by Spreckels and Heney, and the re- 
markable midnight meeting with the two Judges followed to assure 
the prisoner and his counsellors that the bargain would be carried 


. out as it had been made.

Public Should Know. 


Rabbi Nieto's statement is here given in full:. 
T 


HE time has, in my judgment, arrived wnen it is necessary and 
right for me to state to the public my connection with the 
RueE case and frankly set before -them the facts, that they may 


the better judge. I take it that the public, will and must to a degree 
discredit so-called newspaper accounts, since there have been "in- 
vented interviews" and distorted statements several times cfcntra- 
dicted and withdrawn. For this I do not blame the city editors, but 
the overzsal of certain reporters, who have been already punished by 
the proprietors. 


One afternoon, after Ruef had been placed in the custody of an 


elisor, I was inlormed that the Board of Supervisors as a whole was 
About to -> 
r had confessed and that the prosecution was anxious to 


have Ruef tell all he knew. Mr. Burns and I subsequently met 
casually in the Temple Israel, where my rabbinical duties call me 
twice a &y and where I frequently encountered Mr. Burns, who was 
on attendance at courts sitting there. As the result of a conversation 
with him bearing on the Ruef matter it came about that I that even- 
ing spoke to Ruef for the first time since his arrest. I spoke to Ruef 
generally about his case and learned that he had already been ap- 
proached by Bums upon the matter of "coming through," as Burns 
expressed it 


We discussed the matter from a moral point of view and I urged 


him to tell the prosecution all he knew, primarily for the.welfare of

the sake of his parents. In response to this suggestion he rejected 
the proposition, stating that he had committed no offense under the 
law. Shortly after I reported to the prosecution the result of my said 
interview, and the desire was expressed that I contifue my visits to 
him. I did so, and in all iriy subsequent visits to him our conversa- 
tions proceeded along the same lines, and ae assured me after the 
lapse of some time that he was seriously considering the matter. It 
was only, however, after a most touching and pathetic interview with 
Bia aged and infirm mother that he at last expressed his willingness to 
•cced* to the request made of him and to tell all he knew. 
Burns Arranged Meeting. 


Thereupon Mr. Burns arranged a *ormal meeting with the mem- 


bers of the prosecution? among those who were present, besides my- 
self, were Rudolph Spreckels, Mr. Heney, Mr. Langdon and Mr. 
Burns. I emphasized my position to these g«ntlemen, telling them 
that I came as the advocate of no one, and that I was interested in 
the welfare of the city and in seeing existing conditions purified. 


A general discussion, in which I took no part, then ensued as to 


what disposition would be made of the matters then pending against 
Ruef or such other offenses with which he might thereafter 
be 


charged. It •was the consensus of opinion that inasmuch as no one 
present had any personal animus against Ruef and because it was the 
intent and object of the prosecution by exposing the methods of cor- 
porations to prevent the corrupting of public officials, that immunity 
in general be granted Ruef, but all seemed to agree that Ruef should 
receive only slight punishment in consideration of his telling all he 
knew. This was reported to Ruef. and I was informed that Ruef had 
rejected the proposition, but that negotiations were still pending. 


In view of the fact that I was on the eve of departure for Europe, 


Ruef asked me to invite another clergyman to be present with me 
at any future meetings, so that in my absence there might be some 
one to substantiate the statements made to me. I then invited Dr. 
Kaplan to go with me to attend the ne/t meeting between the prose- 
cution and myself, which he did. At both this and the subsequent 
meeting, which was held on the night before I. left for Europe, the 
propositions bearing on immunity, etc., were rediscussed and agreed 
to in their entirety, and they propos'ed that, provided he told the 
truth, that complete immunity be granted Ruef, saving and excepting 
that he should plead guilty to indictment No. 305, with the distinct 
understanding that the said plea of guilty be subsequently with- 
drawn, the plea of not guilty substituted fn its stead, and the charge 
thereafter be dismissed. I then impressed upon the gentlemen pres- 
ent that, in consequence of their promise to me, I would pass my 
word of hr.nor to Ruef that it would be safe for him to trust himself 
entirely to the prosecution, and that being so, it was not Ruef that 
they were to consider now, but my word of honor, given upon their 
sacred promise, which therefore must be kept They all agreed. 
To Get toilet's Consent. 


All that I was requested to do was to get Ruef to consent to tell 


the prosecution all he knew, and was present at the deliberations of 
the prosecution in order that I might assure Ruef without going into 
the details of the proposals that he could place himself without fear in 
the hands of the prosecution. This is all that I did. 


Ruef was perfectly willing to accept our assurances as to the 


course of the prosecution, but feared that the Judges to whose courts 
the cases had been assigned might not consent to allow the carrying 
out of this agreement. It was then arranged by the prosecution that 
Dr. Kaplan and I should accompany Mr. Heney. to see said Judges 
and obtain from them their assurances m the matter. Accordingly we 
were taken to the respective chambers of these Judges, saw them 
separately, and heard such statements made to Mr. Heney as caused 
us to believe that we were justified in counseling Ruef to trust him- 
self entirely to the prosecution. This meeting took place at mid- 
night on April 29th and Mr. Burns had brought the Judges there to 
meet us.

ABOUT TACTICS OF GRAFT PROSECUTORS 


y Appeals to the Upright Opinion of a free American 


Community Relying on Their Love of Justice 


and Fair Play. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 29 —Patrick Calhoun, president of the 


United R?ilroads, who made an insistent demand yesterday for an 
immediate trial on the charges against him, has made the follow-! 


in<j staterr ent of his case: 


By PATRICK CALHOUN. 


Mr. Moore referred this morning in open court, in the presence 


of Langdon, the privately run District Attorney, to an interview 
purporting to come from him, published in a daily paper on Monday 
afternoon. Langdon by his silence acquiesced in the correctness of 
the interview. In it he says, referring to me: "Until we decided to 
try Ruef first his attorneys put every obstacle technicality they could 
devise in the way of an immediate trial, and he said nothing." 


The organ of the graft prosecution makes this statement in an 


editorial today: "All of a sudden Patrick Calhoun, who up to this 
time has fought off the day of trial by all the tricks known to the 


law, has changed front and he now demands an immediate trial." 


These two statements squarely raised the is'sue of fact. They 


are uneqrivocal and they must' be either true or false. They are 


|Aa!se, maliciously and intentionally false, and published for the pur- 


pose not alone of misrepresentation, but to prejudice me before the 
public. 


Now, let us measure these statements by the court record. The 


indictments against the officials of the United Railroads were re- 
turned May 24 last year. The various motions which counsel deemed 
proper to file were promptl/ presented and argued and were sub- 
mitted for decision June 29, 1907. Only a little over a month was 
consumed in the preparation, presentation and argument of these 
important motions. 
On June 29, the motions having been sub- 


mitted, the cases were continued by the court for its decision to July 
5, and were so continued by the court from week to week until 
August 21, at which time, on motion of the prosecution, the former 
submission was set aside and new evidence was introduced. 


Asks Trial Before Ford. 


Only two days were consumed in the presentation of this evi- 


• dence and the motions were heard and resubmitted on August 23 and 


were then continued from time to time by the court for decision until 
they were finally denied on September 3. The demurrers,of the 
defense were filed and* disallowed September 6, not delaying the case 
a single day, and the first trial of General Ford actually began Sep- 
tember 12. On September 6, before the court entered upon the 
trial of General Ford, counsel stated to the court that I desired an 
immediate trial and the prosecution Was urged to proceed with my 
trial irstead of General Ford's. It was the prosecution's own elec- 
tion, and not mine, that prevenfd my full public trial in September 
last. After the jury disagreed in General Ford's case the indictments 
of the officials of the United Railroads were again set for trial on 
October 7 and again counsel urged my immediate trial, which the 
prosecution again refused. 
December 2 my case was again con- 


tinued foi trial to Dece-nber 5. 


During Assistant District Attorney O'Gara's summing up De- 


cember 3 when he stated to the jury that there was no evidence 


^against Mr. Mullally and Mr. Ablxitt, the Judge interrupted him to 


ask which of the cases set for trial December 5 the District Attorney 
proposed to try and notified the proper officer of the court to sum- 
mon the jury panel for that date. The assistant district attorney 
notified the court that the prosecution had elected to try me and 
one of the cases against me was set for trial on December 9, when 
the jury panel was again in court. 


Calhoun Trial Postponed. 


At this time it was stated by the Assistant District Attorney 


in open court that the chief witness of the State, Mr. Gallagher, had 
left the jurisdiction of the court with the consent of the prosecution, 
and that 1- e had been unable to reach him by telegraph. On the mo- 
tion of the prosecution, my case, which the District Attorney had 
elected to set for trial, was continued until January 7, with the un- 
derstanding thst I should return here by February 1, and that at 
that time my case would be tried 
The unquestioned record of the 


court gives the lie to the statements of Langdon and of the organ 
of the prosecution. 


Ever;/ motion made by the defense had been finally decided by 


the lower court by September 6 and at every available opportunity 
my counsel have demanded a speedy trial. 


It must be manifest that any District Attorney who would put 


lUief upon the stand with a signed immunity contract and conceal 
taia contract from the jury and psrmit Ruef to testify that he only 
expected the good offices of the prosecution, would not hesitate to 
connive at Gallagher's absence or even send him beyond the juris- 
diction of the State in order to secure a postponement of the case 
•gainst rr e. If at that time there was a breach between Ruef and the 
prosecution it was as safely locked within the knowledge "of the 
prosecution as Ruefs immunity tontract was at the time he testi- 


itb: Schmitt 


Arraigns Prosecution. 


To the credit of the American and English bar, I believe that it 


can be safely asserted that never before in the practice of the law in 
an English speaking community has a witness been put upon the 
stand with a written contract of immunity signed by the District 
Attorney, and that fact concealed from the jury before whom a man 
was being tried for his liberty. I do not believe that there is an up- 
right lawyer on this continent who would approve such conduct, 
nor do I believe that an upright lawyer can be found in America 
who will approve the action of a District Attorney in refusing trial 
to any citizen and then publishing a lying statement in the press 
that the man charged with crime had sought the delay. 


There is no depth of infamy, however, from the indictment of 


Innocent men to the deliberate concealment of immunity contracts, 
to which a privately run prosecution may not be expected to sink. An 
upright public officer uncontrolled by private purposes would have 
no interest to lie and shift, but the moment private interest is inserted 
and a public office is surrendered to private control, personal enmi- 
ties, private malice and political ambitions usurp the place of truth 
and justice. 


The effort of the English speaking race for hundreds of years 


has been to preserve liberty by the establishment of a free, upright 
and independent judiciary. The private control of any judicial office 
saps the very foundation of our institutions. No man's life or liberty 
is safe where judge or prosecuting officer or jury is under private 
control. The mere suspicion of a combination between the court, 
the prosecuting officer and any private citizen must destroy confi- 
dence in the rectitude of'judicial action. 


Says He Is Innocent. 


Every American citizen, every lover of his country's institutions, 


every believer in the high functions of courts'of justice, the final bul- 
warks of a people's liberty, should protest against the private owner- 
ship of any judicial office. Subornation of perjury, public misrepre- 
sentation, indictment of innocent men, privately granted immunity 
contracts are the natural outgrowth of such control. 


When I returned from Europe in the spring of 1907, conscious of 


my innocence of every charge brought against me by unscrupulous 
and designing enemies, who were willing to suborn perjury^through 
the usurpation of the right of granting immunity for crime, two 
courses were open to me. 


One was to wait in an Eastern1 State, where personal control 


could not reach a judicial officer, and force through an extradition 
proceeding a full presentation of the evidence against me. Under 
such a proceeding I could have forced the prosecution to disclose 
the evidence which Ruef gave before the grand jury and which the 
prosecution suppressed. 


The other course was to come here at once, face my unscrupu- 


lous accusers and trust my cause to a free and generous people, 
came to meet the prosecution on the battleground selected by them- 
selves. I came to meet them with the knowledge that a designing 
and unscrupulous- enemy had secured control of the District Attor- 
ney's office. I did not know then that he had sought secret inter- 
views with the leader of the Board of Supervisors off of the soil of 
California—in the Presidio—and there usurped the power of offer- 
ing immunity to self-confessed criminals, making himself and his 
minions the judge of the truth or falsity of their testimony; but I 
did have faith that in every free American community there was: a 
potential, latent sentiment that demanded fair play and a square 
deal. Is it a square deal for a District Attorney to denounce me 
before a public audience in New York and then shift and evade and 
lie when the apportunity has been offered him to try me? 


I came here in April and I remained until December, with the 


hope and expectation of securing a public trial. I left in December 
to return on the first of February, on the promise that this trial 
would be granted. Although my case was formerly set for trial in 
December and continued by the State on account of the absence 
of a witness, in whose departure from California the prosecution 
confessedly connived, the judge upon the bench avows his inability 
to control the action of the privately run District Attorney. 


I appeal to the upright public opinion of a free American com- 


munity with absolute «reliance that their love of justice, honesty, 
and fair play will condemn such action.

to go through his burlesque proceeding. More than fifty times 
Schmitz had asked to be placed on trial, but his requests^had in- 
lanably been denied by Judge Dunne at the instance of* Heney. 
The mock trial of Ruef was held to (1) afford a pretext for not trying 
Schmitz and to suppress public knowledge of the treaty entered 
into between Ruef and the prosecution—a treaty apparently drawn 
up on Ruefs terms. 


These facts throw a flood of light on Judge Dunne's denial of the 


defense's right to cross-examine Ruef fully in regard to his promise 
or expectation of immunity. One can readily imagine that even so 
thick-skinned and coarse-grained an animal as Judge Dunne shrank 
from having the details of the midnight bargain of April 28 brought 
out. Heney and Spreckels well knew the intense disgust and in- 
dignation that would have stirred the public mind had the fact been 
drawn out at the Schmitz trial that Abe Ruef had been 
granted 


complete immunity as the price of becoming an instrument of the 
prosecution. What would the jury, uni airly chosen as it was, have 
thought of Ruefs testimony and of the judge had they known that 
Ruefs plea of guilty was a mockery, a harmless jest which Judge 
Dunne himself had ratified? 


Rabbi Nieto says when he returned from Europe on August 5, 


1907, Heney told him the promise regarding the dismissal of indict- 
ment 305, as against Ruef, would be kept. "Even as late as January 
10, 1908," he says, "Mr. Burns called at my residence and further 
assured me th.it the prosecution would keep its word to me, by 
which I understood that 305 would be dismissed, that alone re- 
maining in the category of verbal promises." 


Taken in its broad aspect Rabbi Nieto's revelation impeaches 


the prosecution of breaking their written and verbal pledges because 
Ruef refused to give incriminating testi-npny against certain persons 
Spreckels and Heney set out to convict. This is corroborated in 
different terms by the statements of Langdon, who says Ruef broke 
his contract by refusing to tell the truth. From Rabbi Nieto we 
learn that what Heney and Langdon are pleased to call the truth 
Ruef declares to be falsehood and perjury. 


It is clear that Judge Lawlor had a general knowledge in ad- 


vance that immunity was to be granted to Ruef and others, what 
the purpose of the immunity grants was, at whom they were aimed; 
and agreed in general terms to ratify such immunity contracts as 
liad been made or were about to be made. Thus we have presented 
!he spectacle of two judges presiding-over the criminal departments 
of the Superior Court colloguing in secret with a privately con- 
trolled prosecution, taking part in programs to blind the public and 
obtain evidence in cases to be thereafter tried before them by com- 
pounding the felonies of confessed criminals. 


Now if thtse judges agreed to take program in the matters re- 


lated by Rabbi Nieto, is it not pertinent to inquire if they have not 
taken program in other particulars? Judge Dunne suppressed In- 
quiry into the grant of immunity to Ruef, and Judge Lawlor's rul- 
ings have been of a strongly partisan character. If he has not beec_ 
"standing in" all along the line appearances are deceptne.

Break Down of Banks 


One explanation (of the panic) oc- 


casionally heard Is that in affairs finan- 
cial our people are impulsive, excit- 
able, hysterical, and that just as they 
fling their savings Into wildcat specu- 
lation during such speculative crazes 
as that of 1901, so, at a time of shak- 
ing credit, they see no recourse but 
to pull out their bank deposits and 
hide the cash. TNere may be some 
truth In this supposition But the 
French are notoriously a. more excit- 
able people than our own, and they 
are, moreover, far more disposed to 
keeping their savings In the chimney 
corner; yet nothing like this occurs 
in France 
It must also be remem- 


bered that the practice of hoarding 
money, on the first signs of coming 
financial panic, has been directly en- 
couraged by the experience of pre- 
vious panics. The merchant, the small 
manufacturer, the dealer in land or 
produce, who remembered that in Au- 
gust, 1893, his bank refused for flve 
weeks to allow him to draw from his 
deposit account the cash to pay his 
hands or consummate his purchases, 
cannot be wholly blamed If, In Octo- 
ber, 1907, he Is sorely tempted to get 
a supply of cash in hand before his 
bank shuta down on payments. 


But If the trouble lies with the 


banks, what Is It 
"WTiy should our 


fiduciary Institutions be driven to this 
humiliating recourse, when it 1<3 never 
adopted elsewhere' 
We believe the 


simple and undeniable answer to be 
that our practice of redepositing bank 
reserves 
in banks of other cities, 


theieby 
diminishing the safeguard 


against deposits in the smaller cities, 
and entangling the banks of Bast and 
West with one another on a scale 
which no other community would dare 
to apply, creates a banking position 
which Is certain to break down under 
strain of panic. Of the 6544 national 
banks In the field last autumn, 6178 
\\ere the so-called "country banks," 
•n hlch by law are allowed to deposit 
with banks in other cities three-ilfths 
of their 15 per cent required reserve 
Banks In the larger cities bid for the=e 
"country-bank reserves" by paying In- 
terest on them. The result, as shown 
in the national bank report just be- 
fore the panic, was that, out of the 
reserve of these G17S country banks, 
$420,000,000 was placed In more or 
less distant cities, and only $201,000,- 
000 kept on hand In casli, -nhere It 
could be used to meet, at a moment's 
lotice, the demands of a run of de- 
positors. 


These figmes seem to us to go far 


toward explaining the suspension of 
payments, the blockade of interior ex- 
change, and the numerous resultant 
embarrassments, which mark such 
episodes as last October's It -Kill per- 
haps be rejoined that the Bank of 
England holds the reserves of other 
banks precisely as do our larger banks 
in the "reserve oltles." But the Sink 
of England maintains against such de- 
posits a cash reserve, not of 25 per 
cent, as in New York, but of 40 per 
cent or over, and It furthermore would 
not dream of investing such funds In 
loans to stock exchange operators— 
the chief use which is made of them at 
New York.

banking law are remodeled, or until

Barnet believes that he has com- 


mitted suicide. Machula had said sev- 
eral times before he shot Mrs. Kosch 
that he was "going to kill himself 
soon," but that when lie went ho 
"would take somobody with 
him." 


Those- to whom ho said this thought' 
he was a little nut of his mind, and 
paid slight attention to his wild talk' 
at the time.
